A campaign seeking to secure 
the registration of every citizen 
of voting age in Sierra Madre 
before September 28, in order that 
they may vote in the special Ham 
and Eggs election of November 7, 
will be sponsored by the Sierra 
Madre Chamber of Commerce, the 
directors decided at a meeting 
ye.sterday. 

A committee will be appointed, 
it was announced, to interview 
every non-registered citizen or 
those whose registrations have 
been voided by change of resi¬ 
dence or their failure to vote in 
the last general election or pri¬ 
mary. A similar campaign has 
been started in many cities of the 
San Gabriel Valley and through¬ 
out the Southland. 


"Sierra Madre wants a new Pa¬ 
cific Electric .station or the old 
one painted and dolled up.” That 
in effect is a resolution adopted 
by the Chamber of Commerce 
yesterday when it appointed Bruce 
McGill of Wistaria Vine Gardens 
and Attorney John L. FitzGerald 
a committee of two to interview 
officials of the Pacific Electric 


Tomorrow, Admission Day and 
a legal holiday In California, will 
be observed by the Sierra Madre 
Savings Bank, which will be 
closed. Patrons of the bank will 
have to take care of their week¬ 
end banking needs before 3 
o’clock today. 

Stores, markets and shops will 
be open for business as usual to¬ 
morrow, and the Pacific Electric 
cars will run on regular schedule, 
instead of the holiday and Sunday 
hour-s. The post office will be 
open until noon, but the city hall 
will be closed. 


Change Ages For Eaily 
Grade Pupils—Hours Fixed 
For Registmtion Next Wee 

With only one week of vacation 
left for grammar school students, 
parents of children wno will enter 
the local school for the first time 
are asked to register their boys 
and girls next week, starting 
Monday. Hours set by Gerald 
Smith, superintendent, are 9 to 
12 o’clock in the morning, and 
from 1 to 4 o’clock in the after¬ 
noon. Registrations will also be 
taken on the opening day of 
school, Monday, September 18, at 
9 o’clock. 

Enrollment ages for kindergar¬ 
ten and first grade children have 
been changed, Mr. Smith stated. 
Effective this year, children who 
arc four years and six months old 
may be enrolled for kindergarten, 
and children five years and six 
months of age will be enrolled for 
firs tgrade. Parents are urged to 
keep these age changes In mind, 
because taere will be no mid-year 
classes in either grade, and failure 
to register children of those ages 
for the fall session, will mean a 
waiting a long period. 

A general teachers meeting has, 
been called by Mr. Smith for Sat- | 
urday, September 16, at 9:30 
o'clock. Each day sees the arrival 
if teachers from vacations and 
trips, ready to begin another 
year’s work.

City Invited To Join Near¬ 
by Towns Seeking Property 
Ownership Restricted 

.Sierra Madre has been urged to 
join Arcadia, Monrovia and other 
neighboring cities seeking race 
restriction in the ownership of 
property. 

W. R. Humphries, former resi¬ 
dent here and now president of 
the Arcadia Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, presented to the local 
Chamber yesterday copy of an 
agreement now being signed by 
property owners of Arcadia In 
which they pledge themselves not 
to sell or rent their properties to 
other than Caucasians. The cam¬ 
paign has been conducted there 
by the Chamber of Commerce for 
several months In an effort to 
avoid a situation that has arisen 
in both Monrovia and Pasadena, 
where the colored population re¬ 
sents regulations concerning the 
use of community swimming pools 
and where property values in 
mamy areas have slumped. A 
similar campaign is being waged 
in Monrovia. It is said that in 
both Arcadia and Monrovia more 
than four-fifths of the property 
have signed the agree- 


Several of the directors thought 
the old station in Its present con¬ 
dition with its drab appearance 
and broken roof is an eyesore 
tending to discourage the coming 
here of new residents. For more 
than twenty years the city has 
been hopeful that a new station 
with a rest room in the basement 
would be built, and there were 
negotiations to this end, it being 
proposed that the city cooperate 
in the enterprise.

11.0 New Names Have Been 
Added To Registration 
Lists Since September 1 

Sierra Madreans are evidencing 
a deep Interest in the special No¬ 
vember 7 election at which voters 
of California will again pass on 
the Ham and Eggs proposition 
w’hich they defeated a year ago 
and the Atkin.son Oil Control Bill 
i enacted by the last legislature. 

Figures at the city hall yester¬ 
day showed that H5 persons 
have qualified for participation 
in the election by their registra¬ 
tion since September 1. and it Is 
expected that as returning vaca¬ 
tionists arrive and newcomers to 
the city realize that their former 
registrations are void, a new' 
high registration mark will be 
established. 

Mrs. Helen Lovejoy and Mrs. 
Tillie Stlmpfling, deputy regis¬ 
trars, are contacting as many per¬ 
sons as possible. However, it is 
improbable they will be able to 
reach anything like all of the 
citizens, especially newcomers. 
Persons who are not sure that 
they are qualified to vote may 
be registered at the city hall any 
time during office hours there. 
Mrs. Stinipfling has announced 
that she will be at the city hall 
Wednesday evening. September 
27, to take care of last minute 
registrants and it is probable that 
later in the month arrangements 
will be made to have someone at 
the police station in the city hall 
one or two evenings a week for 
the accommodation of residents 
who are absent from the city 
during the day. 

Thursday, September 28. Is the 
la.st day for registration. Those 
who are required to register are 
persons who have moved since 
the last election: those who were 
regi.stered but failed to vote at 
either a primary or general elec- ] 
tion during the last two years; . 
persons who have never hereto-1 
fore been registered and tho.se I 
who will become of age between | 
September 28 and November 7. , 
In all cases a year’s residence in 
the state is required of a regis¬ 
trant. 

If you failed to vote in -A-U- 
gu.st, 1938, and November, 1938. 
your registration is void: but if 
you voted August 1938, and failed 
to vote in November 1938. your 
registration is not cancelled. 
Neither is it cancelled if you 
voted in November 1938, and 
failed to vote in August, 1938. 

The California State Supreme 
Court this week ordered the 
referendum on the Atkinson Oil 
Control bill placed on the Novem¬ 
ber 7 ballot, the petitions having 
been found to comply fully with 
the law. The move was severely 
opposed by Ham and Egg forces 
who did not wi.sh a division of 
interests at the election and who 
feared addition of the oil propo¬ 
sition would cause the registra¬ 
tion and participation of many 
citizens who would othenvise not 
register or vote. It was also opv- 
po.sed by the state’s independent 
oil producers, refiners and mar' 
keters who believe the time be¬ 
fore the election In.sufficient in 
which to fully arouse the voters 
to Importance of the measure. 


U. S. Forestry Service 
Requested To Take Action 
As Safety Measure 

A resolution requesting the for¬ 
estry department to close the near¬ 
by mountain trails until the com¬ 
ing of fall rains reduces a rather 
alarming fire hazard in the Ange¬ 
les forest was adopted by the 
Sierra Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce yesterday. The resolution 
set forth that the peak of the 
fire menace is at hand and that 
there is great danger during 
September and October,' unless 
plentiful rains arrive. 

Copies of the resolution were 
ordered sent to neighboring foot¬ 
hill communities with the sug¬ 
gestion that their city councils 
and Chambers of Commerce take 
similar action at once. 

Action here was suggested at 
a meeting of a large group of 
local citizens on August 31 at 
which it was decided to enlist the 
cooperation of the Chamber o. 
Commerce and city council to se¬ 
cure closing of the trails and the 
appointment of additional guards 
in the forest. 

Many of the canyons along the 
foothills between here and San 
Bernardino have already been 
closed to traffic, though closing 
of any section of the forest is 
always bitterly opposed by . ikers 
and motorists. 

O. J. Fairfield, a member of 
the con.servation group that met 
with the Chamber of Commerce 
directors, w’as named to the po¬ 
sition of conservation chairman of 
the Chamber of Commerce to fill 
the vacancy created by the resig¬ 
nation of John L. FitzGerald, 
when he was elected secret;iry.

actual warfare, preparations for 
war also exact their tremendous 
toll. American military observers 
estimated that the cost of mobili¬ 
zation to France, England and 
Germany, exceeded the .stagger¬ 
ing sum of one and one-half bil¬ 
lion dollars every 24 hours! The 
price of military preparedness and 
the suspension of the wheels of 
peacetime industry, according to 
these estimates, drained Elngland’s 
wealth at the rate of $546 mil¬ 
lion a day last week. France, al¬ 
most completely mobilized, lost 
$346 million a day. To maintain 
her great war machine, Germany 
was spending $712 million at 
every daily turn of the earth. 

Science takes a step forward 
this week, following its successful 
experiment with a 53-year-old 
cancer patient in Springfield, Ill., 
who was "frozen” for five days in 
a bath tub packed with ice. 
Physicians pronounced the ”re- 
frlgerating” process highly bene¬ 
ficial. and though it is yet too 
early to draw a conclusive opin¬ 
ion, this method may yet pro¬ 
vide science with a sturdy weapon 
for attacking mankind's malign¬ 
ant ailment, cancer.

New Pre-Marriage Groping Guards 

Examinations May Assigned To Four 

Be Taken Now Intersections 


Couples expecting to marry af¬ 
ter September 18 can now start 
having physical examinations and 
blood te.sts under the premarital 
law. Dr. W. M. Dickie, state 
health director, announces. 

The law goes Into effect Sep¬ 
tember 19. It requires that a phy- 
slchn’s certificate for both per¬ 
sons Intending to marry be filed 
with the county derk before a 
marriage license Is Issued. Ex¬ 
amination and blood tests for 
syphilis must be made within 30 
days before the day a license Is 
issued. 

Dr. Dickie said persons should 
go to their family doctor for the 
examination and blood test. Free 
tests can be obtained at any pub¬ 
lic clinic for the control of 
venereal diseases or by applying 
to the local health officer. All 
laboratories now permitted by the 
state to make blood tests for 
syphilis will be allowed to do so 
under the new law. 



Four crossing guards will be as¬ 
signed to duty at Sierra Madre 
intersections where traffic haz- 
ard.s exist with the opening of 
the school year, according to a 
letter addressed to the local police 
department by the Los Angeles 
County Crossing Guards depart¬ 
ment. Guards will be stationed at 
Auburn and Highland, Baldwin 
and Grand View, Baldwin and 
Highland, and Hermosa and High¬ 
land avenues, for a period of five 
hours, five days each week. 

The men will be on duty the 
first day of school and will work 
from 8 to 9:10; 11:30 to 1:10; 
and 1:50 to 4 o’clock, excepting 
Saturdays, Sundays or school 
holidays. They will be under the 
direction of Police Chief McMil¬ 
lan. 

Parents are advised to consult 
the .schedule and instruct their 
children to use those Intersections 
where protection Is offered: also, 
children should obey the signals 
of the guards. Motorists are also 
asked to cooperate with the 
guards, who will make every ef¬ 
fort to take advantage of traffic 
lulls and not ask drivers to stop 
unless It Is necessary for the 
safety of children.
